OUTSIDE DOORS. In the larger houses we furnish a 
door y wide, 1 t^ic^^* height to conform with height 
of interior doors. In smaller houses the front doors are 
2' 8" X 6' 8" x I and selected to harmonize with the 
general style of the house. Designs Nos. I, 2, 3. 4 and 



5 are our stock doors, shown on page 6. If any differ- 
ent design is desired an additional charge will be made. 

INSIDE DOORS are standard size, five cross panel. All 
stock doors mortised for locks, except the door used 
between the kitchen and dining room, which is a modern 
double swinging door, equipped with push plates and 
double-acting floor hinge. (At a slight additional cost, 
one and two panel doors can be furnished if desired.) 

STAIRS. Main, grade entrance, basement and attic stairs 
are all manufactured out of Clear Yellow Pine and are 
furnished complete, ready to put together, as per the details 
which are included in each set of plans.

All the interior finish that is used is selected for 
its beauty and variety of grain, and is properly machined 
and sanded, ready for varnish or stain. Such good care 
is taken with this material that whenever it is properly 
handled on the job. it will, as a rule, never be found

HARDWOOD FINISH. Oak or Birch can be substituted 
for Yellow Pine at an additional cost. This hardwood trim 
will be of the same Craftsman design, so that the interior 
throughout will harmonize. Oak or Maple flooring can 
also be substituted if desired and prices will be quoted on 
request. 

KITCHEN CABINET is furnished for each house with 
counter shelf, flour bin. drawers and cupboards, as illus- 
trated on page 7. machined. Cut-To-Fit, and carefully 
crated in one crate. 

HOOK STRIPS AND HOOKS, together with sufficient 
shelving, are furnished for closets for each house. 

FINISHED HARDWARE, furnished in either dull brass or 
antique copper, conforming with Craftsman design of 
interior woodwork. Style is shown on page 6. In all 
houses, costing less than $600.00, pressed steel knobs, 
escutcheons and locks are furnished for all doors. In 
houses ranging in price from $600.00 up. bronze knobs and 
steel escutcheons will be furnished for interior doors, with 
bronze knobs and bronze escutcheons for outside doors.

The wide porch lends itself to sorne very 
pretty treatment, as flower boxes can be placed on the wide porch rail, and 
pedestals at the side of the steps, while there is plenty of room for a hammock, 
swing and chairs. 

Stretching across the entire width of the house is the living room, which is 
lighted by two large cottage windows in front and two smaller ones over the side. 
The dining room is entered from this room through a cased opening and secures 
light from three windows on the side. Then comes the kitchen with grade 
cellar stairs, and wall space sufficient for all necessary equipnient. On the 
right are two doors, one leading into the bed room in the rear, which has a good- 
sized clothes closet opening from it, while the other door leads to the bath. In 
the dining room is another door opening into the front bed room.

DECIDEDLY out of the ordinary is our "Lewis-Built 
Valeria/* a five-room bungalow which is so much in 
demand the past few years. It is substantial in con- 
struction. The roof is rather flat, covered with either our 
Washington Red Cedar shingles or prepared roofing, and 
strengthened heavily to stand the weight of snow in winter. 
Shingles are used instead of siding, and we suggest that cobble- 
stone be used for the porch wall, though brick or cement are 
equally good. 

From this front porch the door opens directly into the 
living room. The dining room opens from the living room 
through a cased opening, and has well-shaped bay, with three 
windows. The kitchen, connected by a double-action swing 
door, is beyond, with an outside entrance. Two bed rooms 
are provided with closets and are connected by a passage 
way which opens into the dining room. With the bath placed 
between the two sleeping rooms and opening upon the hallway, 
this arrangement could hardly be improved upon. It assures 
a privacy that is sometimes difficult to secure in a five- room 
house. 

No material is furnished for the front porch floor or steps, 
but if you do not care to use concrete we can furnish the front 
steps, the joists and flooring for $19.00.

In the first place, instead of entering from the porch 
immediately into the living room, one enters first a vestibule, lighted 
by orie high window, giving room underneath for hooks for outer 
wraps. This vestibule is entirely enclosed from all parts of the 
house. A door on the left opens into the living room. With this 
arrangement there is no danger of cold air or draughts getting into 
the house when anyone enters. 

The living roorn is of good size and is lighted by four windows.
